Tuesday 
morning Miss Ullrich went to the jewel 
case to get a ring. She noticed nothing un- 
usual about the drawer or the case, but rais- 
ing the lid she could scarcely 
believe 


that her eyes were not deceiving her. 
The 


:ase was almost bare. Everything of value 
had been taken. All that was in the case 
were a pair of cufl buttons, a little chain 
and a tew trinkets of but little value. 
Without disturbing another thing in the 
.trawer all the valuable jewels had been 
taken. 


Among the articles taken were five dia- 


mond rings, all unusually flue ones, two 
gold watches, a watch chain and other ar- 
ticles. One of the watches was Miss Ull- 
rich's. It was of gold, extremely valuable,

uncle in Nashville. Many of the articles 
taken were gifts from fiieudb and for that 
reason had a value to her that made 
them almost priceless.
